Recently the congress of the United 
Stutes passed, almost without debate, 
the greatest budget in the history of 
the world, making available for TTnrlc- 
8 am $7,000,(100,000 In order to carry on 
♦he war on a scale com mensurate with 
Its greatness. 
It is interesting, there­ 
fore, to com pare with this the cost of 
other wars. 
The 
Napoleonic wars, 
which raged over Europe from 1793 to 
1815, cost approx imately $7.000,000,000, 
or the sam e am ount that congress pro­ 
vided for the United States to enter 
Into the conflict, and that was only n 
beginning. 
The Mex ican war cost the United 
States about $100.000,000, a com para­ 
tively trifling sum. 
The Civil war, 
however, was a very ex pensive affair, 
entailing the ex penditure of $8,000,- 
000,000 from 1861 to 1865. T h e Franeo- 
Prussian w ar eost the two nations en­ 
gaged about $3.500,000,000. T h e second 
South African war. from 1900 to 1902, 
eost $1,500.000,000, the conflict between 
Russia and J a p a n consumed almost 
$4,000.000,000, while the United States 
got off very cheaply in the Spanish- 
Ameriean w ar with un ex penditure of 
$175,000,000. The estimates on the out­ 
lay for the present w ar up to October 
1 of this year were $98,814,875,000.—
